I am grateful for the opportunity to congratulate our Generalissimo, Sir Knight E. Rea Seeley, 
Jr., for the splendid manner in which he conferred the Order of the Temple at our February conclave. 
It was indeed a great pleasure for me to relinquish the East to Rea and witness his excellent work. 
Incidentally, Rea has done a magnificent job as Director and first Master of our Commandery Third 
Degree Team. Its firstappearance in February at Zetland Lodge brought honor to Boston Commandery. 
In the next month the team will work the Master Mason Degree in William Parkman Lodge, Simon 
W. Robinson Lodge, and West Roxbury Lodge. Additional appearances are being scheduled for the 
near future. 

Sir Knights, two weeks after my installation as Commander I mailed an appeal to each of you 
in behalf of the Knights Templar Eye Foundation. At that time I indicated that the Grand Encampment 
of the United States was engaged in a program to enroll 10% of Knights Templars as Life Sponsors.

— TWO VIEWS OF INSPECTION — 


A Backward View — Last month your commandery earned 
an inspection mark of 9 plus, the second highest mark 
obtainable. Last year we earned the highest mark, 10 
minus. To earn a mark of 10 minus, a commandery must 
earn 975 out of a possible 1000 points. 950 of these points 
are for ritual and tactics; 50 are for attendance. This 
year your officers lost only 15 points for ritualistic and 
tactical errors. But since only 162 Sir Knights of Boston 
Commandery were present, we lost 17 points for attend- 
ance; more than enough to deprive us of a 10 minus. 


A Forward View — Next year we can return to a 10 
minus inspection. There are two ways to do this. First, 
your officers can try to achieve ritualistic and tactical 
PERFECTION, thus enabling us to absorb up to a 24 
point attendance loss. Second, a sufficient number of Sir 
Knights of Boston Commandery (approximately 243) can 
attend the inspection, thus allowing your officers a chance 
for 10 minus if they are only 97.5% perfect. Your officers 
are trying. Try to be present at inspection next year.
